employment figures issued

Census Bureau indicated that574,647 
persons were out of work in April in 
territory comprising approximately a 
fourth of the country, with an esti- 
mated population of 29,264,480. 


Arkansas had the least percentage 


of unemployment, of any of the states 
surveyed with four-tenths of one per 
cent of the total population out of 
work. Nevada had the largest with 
4.5 per cent. 


These figures were the first issued 


by the government as a result of un- 
employment data gathered during the 
present census. Secretary Lamont said 
.they indicated much less unemploy- 
ment than generally estimated. Those 
able to work and seeking employment 
were listed as unemployed in the re- 
port, which included 756 counties and 
75 cities. 


The secretary also said that since 


April, when the figures were compil- 
ed, seasonal occupations had increas- 
ed employment.

TtfLSA. Okla., June Zr.-Again the 


intrests of the red man and the white 
man clash in the Indian territory thai 
Was supposed to belong to the red 
man for all time and a new tribe of 
"the richest people in the world" is In 
prospect if the,Indians win. 


The present clash is in the form of 


another of Oklahoma's big scale law 
suits, affecting income of $250,000 a 
day and probably $100,000.000 in fu- 
ture wealth of the famous Seminole 
oil field in eastern Oklahoma. 


The vanishing Seminole Indians, who 


are back of the suit, declare that they, 
rather than the present white own- 
ers, should be receiving the boun- 
teous royalties now being paid out by 
oil companies producing in the Semi- 


field. They claim that when

title to their lands in Seminole coun- 
ty—approximately 375.000 acres—pass- 
ed into the hands of white purchas- 
ers, the sub-surface or mineral rights 
remained collectively vested in the 
Seminole nation. 


At the time of the sale, of the Semi- 


nole lands, about 1900, there was no 
knowledge of the great oil wealth u- 
der the surfece. No one dreamed that 
the land would some day be turned 
into one of the most productive oil 
pools of all time—the famous Semi- 
nole field. Already the field has pro- 
duced a score or more white million- 
aires, men and women who bought 
the land from individual Seminoles, 
who, when the Seminole nation went 
out of existence as such in 1900. took 
title to what had formerly been vest- 
ed in the Seminole nation as a whole. 


2000 Authorize Suit 


The plaintiffs in the suit are four 


individual Seminoles. Chili Fish. Louis 
Fife. Allan Cran and Sarnson B. Harjo. 
These four were authorized to bring 
suit on behalf of 2000 members of 
the Seminole tribe at a mass meeting 
held in August 1929. The plaintiffs 
are backed by former United States 
Senator Robert L. Owen and his as- 
sociates, among whom are D. H. Line- 
baugh of Muskogee. and H. G. Thomp- 
son, a Washington lawyer. 


According te the plaintiffs state- 


ment, the mineral rights of the land 
remained collectively vested in the 
Seminole nation even when the title 
Jassed to 'the individual Seminoles. 
This arrangement 
they argue, wasi 


approved by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


On April 26. 1908, Congress passed 
n act vevsting the mineral rights of 
ie Seminole lands, as well as the 
urface titles, in the white purchas- 
rs. The plaintiffs assert that this act. 
'hich specifically provides that the 
nterest of the Seminole nation in the 
mineral rights should,cease, is unconr 
titutional. 


Lawyers for the defendants, the 


Carter Oil Company ot Tulsa ftnd 
other large and small companies drill- 
ing and producing in "the Semlnola 
area, refute this unconstitutional ar- 
gument by showing that Since 
the 


Seminole nation ceased to exist a* 
such after 1900, it no longer had any- 
thing to lose when the act was passed 
n 1908. But when the nation ceased 
o exist, contends the Indians, title to 
he mineral rights did not pass to the 
ndividuals because of this, but re- 
mained in a common body of Semi- 
loies as opposed to the organized 
>ody under the name of "nation," 
"tribe," or "government." 


The Indians do not seek lo recover 


the millions that have already been 
paid in royalties to the white owri- 
ers by the oil companies, but merely 
to have the companies restrained from 
paying further royalties to the whites. 
and to pay them instead to a com- 
mon Seminole fund. 


The defendants have been officially 


notified of the suit, which is to be 
tried in federal court at Muskogee 
They were given until June 20 to file 
their answers. 


While some of the oil companies 


are inclined a regard the suit lightly. 
there are others which seem quite 
concerned over teh possible outcome.

alties in Seminole county possibly 
stand to lose between $200.000 and 
S300.000 a day in incomes, while the 
oil operating companies will probably 
Judge James A. Veascy, vicc^ prcsi- 
not be affected in any way*" said 
dent and chief counsel of the Carter 
Oil Company.

their rocky farms, but' the oil millions 
soon elevated them to the wealthiest 
people in the world and reckless ex- 
travagance followed. Recently, how- 
ever, their wells have been dwindling. 


Scminolcs' History Colorful 


The histdry of the Scminotes has 


been a colorful one. 


Originally they roamed what arc 


now the southern states and were on 


clow terms with the Greeks .of Al- 
bania. As civilization advanced into 
Florida, where many of them still re- 
side among the Everglades. After re- 
peated and unsuccessful war* with 
the whites, most of the tribe gave It 
up as futile. So, about 1848, they 
consented to being moved to what Is 
now Oklahoma. 


After wars with other tribes for 


mnny years, the Seminoles were aU 
most propcrtyless and starving. 
But 


a brighter day was dawning for them; 
a memorable treaty was signed be- 
tween the Indians of the plains nnd 
the Five Civilized Tribes, which the 
Seminoles represented. 


In flowery language, It was sol-' 


cmnly agreed between the Indians 
.hat: 


"Peace and friendship shall forever 


exist between the tribes and bands 
parties to this compact, the anclcn 
council fires of our forefathers al 
cndy kindled by our brothers of th 
imbered country shall be kept kin 
died and blazing by brotherly lov 


ntil their smoke shall ascend to th 


spirit land to invoke the blessing o 
the Great.Spirit on all of our good 
works. The tomahawk shall be for 
ever burled, the scalping knife shal 
forever be broken, the whr path here- 
tofore leading from one tribe to an- 
other shall grow up and become as 
the wild wilderness.." 


This solemn treaty was at one time 


in the possession of Maud D. Jones ol 
Wcwoka—of the Jones tepee, which 
is powerful among the Scminolcs— 
who was a daughter of Mrs. Alice B. 
Davis, the principal chief of the Sem- 
inolcs for many years.
